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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment received 7/20/04 has been entered. Claims 12-22 remain pending in this 
application. The amendments to the claims and Applicants' Remarks/ Arguments have overcome 
the rejections recited in the prior Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 12-22 are allowed; and are renumbered as 1-1 1.
